CITY ORDINANQES.
ON COUNCIL OF PHILADELPHIA.

N ORDINANCE

To Create a Loan for a Houze of Correction.
Section 1, The Beleet and Common Councils
of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor of I'bUadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow, ot not less than par, on
thie eredit of the city. from time to time, for a
Houze of Correction, five hundred thousand
dollars, for which interest, not to exceed the
rute of six per cent. per annum, shall be paid
half yearly on the firast days of January and
July, at the office of the Clty Treasurer. The
prinelpal of eald loan shall be payvable and paid
at the expiration of thirty vears from the date
of the satme, and not before, without the consent
